Apalachicola, Fla., September 30—The 
worst storm known here in many years 
raged from Monday until Friday night,

A voiley of shots were fired from the 
train windows—into tne crowd, killing 
three men—Lon Bardette, Gabe McCanis 
and Nick Spratling, and wounding pos 
sibly fatally, a woman, Easter Burdette.

The Massachusetts commission of 
industrial’ and technical education 
has made an interesting report which 
it makes the basis of a bill presented 
to the legislature of that state. The 
report emphasizes the worthlessness 
of child labor except in the very low- 
est industrial needs and discourages 
any dependence on. that. Equal 
stress is laid on the injury to society 
by depriving the child of the advan- 
tages of schooling, which is the corol- 
lary of such labor. Night schools do 
not serve the purpose, as the child 
is too fatigued to avail of instruction, 
and the prolonged pressure on body 
and brain stunts the gro and 


‘chokes, not stimulates, the brain. 


The bill in question provides for 
the great expansion of the school sys- 
tem on the technical and industrial 
side by the establishment of training 
schools in the more important manu- 
facturing cities and towns. The re- 
port on which the bill is based says: 

The industries of Massachusetts need, 
in addition to the general 
furnished by the public school system 
and the skill gained in the narrow fields 
of subdivided labor, a broader training 
in the principles of trades and a finer 
culture in taste as applied to material, 
workmanship and design. Whatever may 
be the cost of such training, 


costly. 

The aim is not to give specialized 
training, but knowledge of theories 
and principles of mechanical work; 
to lay, in other words, a broad and 
sure foundation for proficiency in 
whatever work the young. student 
may finally engage. In this way 
alone can high skill in the handicrafts 
and in the manipulation of machine 
work in a large number of the grow- 
ing generation be insured. This Mas- 
sachusetts plan is not confined co 
that state, as other states have done 
somewhat, though not enough. in this 
direction. But the Old Bay State, in 
adopting such an educational scheme, 
ambitious to make it 


industrial system. Taat ambition is 
worthy of all honor and emulation. 

Now that Georgia has abolished the 
evils of child labor and is improving 
her educational system, giving all her 
children of schoo] age the opportunity 
to acquire a good common school e:1- 
ucation, it would be well to emulate 
the example of Massachusetts, cited 
in the foregoing. 

What we need in Georgia is more 
technical education, and it should 
embrace the various shades of tech- 
nical or industrial schools. The ed- 
ucation that best fits a boy or girl 
to earn an independent livelihood 
after leaving school is, after all, the 
most practical and desirable.

‘Southern Travelers in Europe. 

The foreign papers note of recent 
years an increasing number of south- 
ern people among the American tour- 
ists in Europe, and these southerners 
are said to be more pleasing, person- 
ally, to the Europeans, than their 
brethren from .other sections of the 
United States. Perhaps they are more 
reckless with their tips. 

On this head The London Daily Mail 
recently said: 

A feature of this year’s incursion of 
Americans is the great number of vis- 
itors from the southern states. At the 
present moment about eight out of ten 
are from places famous in the records 
of the civil war. Shopkeepers much 
prefer them to the. northern visitor. 
They approximate more nearly the Eng- 
lish type, are not so self-assertive. and 
are equally good business men and wo- 
men. : 

This is rather a neat compliment 
from our British cousins and shows 
that the southerner carries his native 
manners with him abroad. He is too 
well-mannered to be offensively self- 
assertive anywhere. 

The appearance of the southern cit- 
izen in numbers abroad indicates that 
conditions of material progress and 
prosperity in the south now fairly 
approximate those in the north, for if 
the southerner were not prospering 
he would not be taking pleasure junk- 
ets in the old world. 

Taking this view of it, The Wash- 
ington Post comments: 

Commercial and business statistics 
have been revealing, in their cold. aus- 
tere way, for years the rapid change 
taking ._place in the:south. The Post 
has noted with genuine pleasure from 
time to time the evidences of substan- 
tiat, solid and conservative development 
in every section of the south. but noth- 
ing in the statistics of The Post’s com- 
ments has so pointedly emphasized the 
prosperity of the south as the observa~ 
tion of the London paper. The south 
is coming back to its own, and coming 
fast. The people of that section. en- 
ergetic, industrious and frugal by inher- 
itance, in spite of all that has been fal- 
laciously thought and written of them 
to the contrary, are working out their 
own material as well as_ intellectual 


destiny in their own way and with their 


own resources. No such recovery from 
the paralyzing shock and ruinous devas- 
tation of war is revealed by written 
history as that which the south is now 
and has been for more _ than twenty 
yearsgundergoing. With courage unsur-

Some time ago The Constitution called 
attention to the fact that Atlanta needed 
more than anything else a general cam- 
paign of soul-saving, thereby waking to 
life dead churches, uniting those now 
divided, and resulting in thousands of 
Saved persons in Atlanta in twelve 
months time, who would otherwise re- 
main outside the pale of the church. 

There has been a decided waking up 
along the line mentioned. There oughi 
now to be a general line up of the 
Christians for an active campaign 
against the evils of the community.

“**Less familiar, but not less stirring, 
is the story of the president of the 
board of trade. Forty years ago, a poor 
widow knocked at a surgeon’s door in 
the denching rain, and begged the doé- 
tor to come to see her boy. ‘The doe- 
tor went five miles, and found a child 
in a little wicker cradle, ill with croup. 
The child recovered, but as the doctor 
went home, he resolved not to send a 
bill. “‘Was it worth while?’ he asked 
himself, ‘“‘to save a tiny infant, who, 
after all, would probably grow .up to 
be a laborer?’’ The dector has changed 
his mind today, and the little boy in the 
wicker cradle is the president of the 
board of trade. Of One thing concerning 
all- these men we may be sure. Not one 
of them would have his life other than 
it has been. Each one of them will 
tell you that the best beginning for the 
man .who means to reach the top is at 
the bottom. 

“If you believe .that, and every man 
who knows will tell you it is true, let 
the example of these .three leaders of 
men inspire you. They made their way 


through books. They made up their 
pone that whatever they were doing 
they would do well, that whoever relied 
upo nthem should not be disappointed, 
that whatever opportunities came their 
way should not be missed. They went 
after long days of work to night schools. 
They counted that day lost which added 
nothing to theif" usefulness in life. They 
had no opportunities which you have 
not—they had no opportunities which 
are not waiting for you a hundredfold: 

“‘*Would you like ta be Jolin Burns? 
Would you like to be John Clifford: 
Would you like to be a leader of men? 

“There are not seats in the cabinet 
for us all, but we do not want them. 
Success lis In a thousand fields. Would 
you be the chief c'erk in your office: 
foreman of your workshop; the manager 
of your warehouse; the head of your de- 
partment,’ whatever it is? The choice 
is yours. The best post waits for the 
best man. 

"Thousands are trying to get ahead of 
you. Hundreds of thousands are trying 
to earn more than you. Are yoy con- 
tent to stand still, to move farther and 
farther back from the top, while the 
prize goes to somebody else?’ 

“My stay here is being made just as 
Pleasant as possible. I have never seen 
more real hospitality. Last week some 
friends took me to Cambridge, where 
the day was spent in the great univer- 
sity. It was a. great sight. Nineteen 
separate and distinct colleges, with sep- 
arate buildings and separate teachers, 
all with the same course of study, make 
up the great university. The difference 
between these colleges is largely one of 
class. I went in the dormitories and 
Saw that every boy has three rooms for 
himself. ‘My! said \I, ‘ahyone ‘of these 
is larger than my room at college, and 
two, of us occupied that.’ Besides hav- 
ing three rooms, every boy has a room- 
keeper, who ts a sort of waiting boy, 
as well. That too, is slightly different 
from my experience. We -cared for our 
own room, and as for having a waiting 
boy; well, we waited.

This added to the 
resignation of Rev. Dr. Martindale, as 
pastor of the Newnan Presbyterian 
church, which is also one of the strong 
Presbyterian churches of the state, shows 
that the tide of vacant pulpits has not 
yet been stemmed, especially inasmuch 
as only one of the vacant pulpits has 
been filled.

Bridewell was completely broken down 
and felt compelled to resign as pastor 
of the church. 

Just the nature of. @he sorrow which 
has so effected Dr. Bridewell is not 
known, though it is saiq his father has 
been very ‘ill and Dr. Bridewell several! 
times recently has gone to Arkansas, 
each of which times it wag stated that 
he had gone’-to yisit his father, who 
was very ill. 

The First Presbyterian church is one 
of the most important and infiuvential 
pastorates in the Southern Presbyterian 
church. In the membership of the churcp 
are some of the wealthiest of the South 
ern Presbyterians, including such man 
as Samuel M. Inman, Walker P. In- 
man and Hugp, T. Inman. 

The church has grown under the pas- 
torate of Dr. Bridewell, and no dissatis- 
faction was known to exist amongst the 
memberg of the church with the pastor. 

No provision has yet been made to 
fill the vacancy.

(alumbus, Ga., September 30.—(Special.) 
An exciting raid was made by Sheriff 
Roberts and deputies shortly before mid- 
night last night in the woods near Lin- 
coln park, a park for negroes north of 
Columbus. The sheriff had retired when 
he was informed over the telephone that 
negroes in the woods near that resort 
were firing pistols and acting in such 
a disorderly manner as made white resi- 
dents of that section nervous. 

Mr. Roberts organized his deputies and 
made-a secret trip into the woods. The 
megro gamblers, nearly a dozen in num- 
ber, were located by the.sound of their 
voices, and the officers crept upon them. 
They were playing cards in a small open- 
ing in the forest, surrounded by under- 
growtu so thick that the rays of the one 
small lamp they had on the ground hard- 
ly penetrated through the foliage. When 
the sheriff ordered them to surrender 
the negroes broke for cover and the 
officers opened fire on them when they 
did not ham at repeated commands. Ore 
of them, Marion Hill, was shot in the 
leg, but the wound is not serious. Four 
of the gamblers were captured. A small 
Sum of money was on the ground with 
the cards and the negroes were well 
loaded with small coin.

Vanderbilt is Having Unsatis- 
factery Prahtice With 
the New Men.

{ Also both the quarter and center are 
men untried on the ‘varsity. A new mana 
in either one of thes: places always 
causes some fumbling; and when both 
are filled by new mena the tendency to 
fumble is increased. Wynne is being 
tried at center and “all at quarter. 

These scrimmages have been watched 
with a great deal of interest as indioat- 
ing what may be the possible results of 
the new rules. On the side lines the 
opinion most often expressed is that there 
will be no high scores, and therefore 
lots of kicking. ‘This certainly appears to 
be the case, for the ‘varsity has a great 
€eal of trouble in gaining the required 
'0 yards against the scrubs. When esked 
what the scrimmages demonstrated as 
regards the new rules, Coach McGugin 
answered, “Both Yost and myself are 
very much in doubt as to just what 
charges the new rules will make in the 
game. In fact, it will be impossible to 
tell anything. until we have had some 
practical experlence. Coaches must ex- 
periment, and learn just what effect dif- 
ferent formations for offense and defense 
will have, for these things can only be 
told by actual play. 

“I was with Yost when we got eleven 
old football players together in the sum- 
mer. The defense is perhaps the most 
Goubtful- formation of all. Many consid- 
erations require that the ends be playet 
back in a second line of defense. yet I 
hate to do this, because it will weaken 
the line materially. The increased dis- 
tance will result in a great deal of kick- 
ing which will make the position of 
quarter on the defense more important 
than formerly. This will be especially 
so, because when the ball is kicked all 
of the players of the side kicking it, ex- 
capt the kicker, are on side, and may get 
it as soon as it touches the ground. One 
point in the rules raises a very trouble- 
some question in my mind, that is in 
regard to a free catch. The only require- 
ment {s that the man in the backfield 
shall signify his intention by raising his 
arm above hig head. There is nothing 
to prevent him doing this, even though he 
be manifestly too far away to mat? 
the catch. Now, in this case the oppo- 
nents try to get the ball, ang at the 
same time guard off the man, trying to 
make the. catch from tackling the man 
who picks up the ball. This will be 
a@ great question for the officials to de- 
cide. 

‘Speaking of officials,” continued the 
disciple of “Hurry-up Yost,” suggests 
another change in the rules, that of al- 
lowing two umpires instead of one, as 
colleges having the best second teams,” 
formerly. However, in most Bouthern 
games it ts probable that this privilege 
will be taken advantage of, and that 
the games will be played with only one 
umpire.

Supplemental Fvidence Has 
Been Filed by State of 
Georgia. 


Attorney General John C. Hart and 
Robert Ligon Johnson left Saturday for 
Washington to argue the case of the 
state of Georgia vs. the Tennessee Cop- 
per Company and the Ducktown Sul- 
phur, -Copper and Iron Company, lim- 


ited. 

The case will be recalled as being in 
the courts for several years, and has at- 
tracted considerable attention owing to 
the complications it presents. 

The present argument will be based 
on supplemental evidence from Forester 
A. B. Patterson and Chemist J. K. Hay- 
wood, who were sent to the Ducktown 
region to further investigate the effects 
of sulphur fumes on vegetable life. Both 
have signed affidavits of an interesting 
nature, as has also Entomologist Ralph 
I. Smith, of Georgia. 

Among other things the supplemental 
declaration says: 

“The vast increase jof injury by sul- 
phur dioxid during the past summer 
is declared by each expert, the increase 
of the zone of injury being shown in 
detail by Forester Patterson. A map 
by the department of forestry setting 
forth the limits of each zone of injury 
in October, 1906. is filed for comparison 
with the zones of injury as declared by 
Forester Patterson for September, 1906, 
which comparison shows the zone of se- 
rious. injury to have increased the enor- 
mous amount of 592 per cent during the 
present summer over the total territory 
theretofore seriously affected. 

‘In addition to the expert testimony 
counsel submits considerably in excess 
of a thousand affidavits from residents 
of north Georgia reciting the heavy in- 
jury during the past spring and sum- 
mer, declaring that the fumes have been

The Floyd rifles responded to or- 
ders from Sheriff Robertson to go to 
Kast Macon. They went under Captain 
Starr, but up to 10 o’clock no disorder 
has been reported. There was a rumor 
that East Macon strike sympathizers 
were to cause trouble, but there was 
none. 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon the city 
auditorium was filled by strike sym- 
pathizers, who had called a meeting to 
discuss the situation. More than 3,000 
men and women attended the gather- 
fing. Order prevailed throughout, and 
great enthusiasm marked the appear- 
ance of half a dozen prominent men 
who addressed the people, appealing to 
them to repel all attempts at disorder. 

Tt was one of te strongest demon- 
atrations Macon ever witnessed. Labor- 
ing people, their wives and uaughters, 
were present ready to hear what was 
gaid, and the enthusiasm shown was 
evinced in the loud applause for the 
g@peakers. The meeting lasted more than 
two hours. 

The speakerss at the meeting were 
Messrs. Joe Hall, Ben Commons, N. 
May, S. A. Crump and Hendley Napier. 
Since the meeting there has been no dis- 
order and slight damage to property of 
the car company on the outside of the 
City. The situation is well under control. 


Second Call for Militia. 

With a second call to the militia from 
Sheriff Robertson, at | o'clock this morn-

OF PEUTIC OF HALIFAX HAS APPEARED} 


66 ES, I ‘went to Halifax,’ said 
y Hamilton Douglas, yesterday. 
“By the way, do you know how 
that scathing term of contempt, ‘to go to 
Halifax,’ first originated? It is quite in- 
teresting. Before and during the revolu- 
tionary war, large numberg of loyalists, 
that is, colonists who remained loyal 
to the king, refugeed, either willingly 
or otherwise, to Canada, and especially 
to Nova 6cotia. So, to the patriotic 
American, ‘to go to Halifax,’ meant to be 
be a traitor or a coward, or both. But 
now-a-days one may go to Halifax and 
be a good patriot. And let me tell you, 
if he’s from a sure enough live town, 
like Atlanta, he's déag certain to come 
back, and that after ‘no long stay, either. 
Still Halifax has its good points; and 
one of them is the only thing in the 
world that Atlanta hasn't got—and that 
is a harbor. 

“The harbor there is magnificent. Big 
enough to hold all the navies of the 
world in its land-locked bosom. There 
are two entrances to the harbor, -though 
ordinarily the larger one jis used, the 
smaller one being dangerous for navi- 
gation. 

“Byt the way, the story is still told there 
of the escape of the confederate cruiser, 
Tallahassee, during the civil war. It 
had put into Halifax for repairs and 
supplies. Before it got 
federal war vessels appeared at the 
mouth of the tharbor. After waiting 
his full time limit in a neutral narbor, the 
captain took his chance of getting out 
the smaller entrance. The night proved 
nro pitious.

Washington, D. C., September 30.— 
Announcement was made at the navy 
depaftment today that the cruiser Des 
Moines, which, a few days ago was or- 
dered from Havana to Cienfuegos, Cuba, 
to reinforce the Marietta and Cleveland, 
had been ordered to Santiago, Cuba, and 
already had sailed. The order for the 
movement of the Des Moines was given 
by Secretary Taft and naval officials 
here do not know the precise significance 
of it. It is believed, However, to bea 
precautionary measure and not because 
of any disturbance at Santiago. The 
Des Moines has a considerable number 
of marines on board that could be util- 
ized as landing parties to protect prop- 
erty or life.

C.—Is there any 
good reason why the farmers in this 
country should buy the low grade phos- 
phates that they have been using, or. do

One said that he alraiys bought the high- 
est grade acid that he could get. The 
other said he always bought the cheap- 
est acid, and if he wanted more potash 
he just bought more acid.

ALFALFA AND VELVET BEAN. 

T. R., Columbus, Ga.—Please tell me 
how and when to cufe alfalfa for y 
and how to plant velvet bean to get the 
best résvlts., 

Answer—The proper time to cut alfalfa 
for hay is when {t commences to bloom 
and thereafter as often as it commences 
to bloom’ it should be cut for hay. We 
have issued no booklet on velvet bean 
culture, although we have tried it to 
some extent. It takes the place, as near 
as possible, of cow peas as a forage and 
hay plant, but In my judgment it is not 
equal to the cow pea as far north as 
Columbus and Griffin, Ga., for the rea- 
‘son that it requires a very long season 
in which to .aature the seeds. Planted 
in April, it barely has time to mature 
seeds before frost and rarely does so 
as far north as Griffin. I have never 
heard the velvet bean recommended for 
poultry. The seed are too large and-the 
very tough indeed. An old Shanghai 
by dint of hard and continued effort, but 
I doubt if a fowl will eat the beans any 
more than they will eat butter beans.

I thijk that in the 
light of the present day agriculture he 
commiifea some errors and was not al- 
together right in some of his views. I do 
not make distinctions between short- 
limbed and long-limbed varieties of cot- 
ton. I am guided by the total yleld per 
acre of seed cotton, and while I have 
some preferences as to the habit of 
growth of the cotton stalk, I am cone 
trolled mainly by the yield of seed cotton. 
What you want in the boll weevil district 
is an early variety of cotton. So far as I 
know or have experimented there Is no 
earlier variety than King’s Improved, 
and this is not a short-limbed variety. I 
think one of Mr. Dixon's mistakes wads 
having his rows so wide and his cotton 
too much crowded in the drill. On up- 
lands capable of making no more than 
one-half to one bale per acre I would 
not have the rows wider than 3% feet 
and the plants about 12 inches apart in 
the drill and one plant in a place. In 
other words, plant the variety of cotton 
that gives the largest yield of valuable 
products, to wit, the lint and seed, each 
estimated gt its market price. If you are 
apprehensive of boll weevils then I would 
also select the earliest variety. As I have 
said above, I know of no variety that is 
earlier than the King’s Improved, and I 
would plant it in 3-foot rows and would 
leave a stalk every 12 Inches on ordinary 
thin uplands.

SALIVATION OF HORSES. 

John T. H., Loachapoka, Ala.—I have 
a pasture that is filled with wild clover 
what is called pigeon clover. My horses 
are very fond of it, but it causes them 
to saliva very freely, which I think 
keeps them thin. Their troughs are pud.- 
dled with the saliva every morning. j 
am a subscriber and a reader of your 
paper, and would like to hear through 
youy next issue of the paper what wou'd 
you do in regard to their eating it, or 
do you think it will injure them any way. 
Please give me a remedy to keep them 
irom salivating. 

Answer: I know of no preventive of 
Salivation from pasturing on salivating 
plants, excepting to keep the animal from 
such pasture. A good treatment to al- 
leviate the symptoms is to swab out the 
nouth with any astringent solution. such 
as borax or alum water, or chlorate af 
potash. As a rule no serious results fok 
low or accompany salivation from the 
cause in question.

FERTILIZER FORMULA FOR BEANS. 
R, T. S., Grant, Fla.—I want you to 
sive me a formula for growing beans, 
same to be picked green and shipped to 
the north, I have been for many yvears 
buying the following ingredients and mix- 
ng myself: {1,000 pounds bright cotton 
seeqg meal, 1,000 pounds high-grade acid

‘ure to the acre, putting it in the ground 
two weeks before planting. Please write 
né if my formula is right. If I am not 
right tell me what to use to make it a 
well-balanced fertilizer. I have been a 
subscriber to The Constitufion for seven- 
iean years, and rtéad your advice with 
much interest. 

Answer: The formula you have heen 
using is identical with one I formerly 
recommended as general fertilizer. to be 
applied broadcast to a vegetable garden. 
My formula consisted or equal parts of 
‘ecid phosphate. cotton seed meal and 
Kainit, or 1,000 pounds acid phosphate, 
1,000 pounds of cotton seed meal and 
1,000 pounds of kainit. While I preferred 
kainit for a vegetable garden, one-fourth 
the amount of mmuriate (or sulphate) of 
potash might be _ substituteq for the 
kainit, making the terms and amounts of
